For the purpose of this Table tobncco shall be deemed’ to bg of “ Empire origin” 
if it is proved to the satisfuction of the Superintendent of Imports and Exports to have 
been grown in an:l consigned from the British Empire, which for the purposes of this 
Table shall be deemed the United Kingdom, the Dominion of Canada, the Commonwealth 
of Australia, the Dominion of New Zealand, the Union of South Africa, the Irish Free 
State, Newfoun tland, India including Burmah, any British Colony, any territory under 
His Majesty’s protection, the Mandated territories of ‘'anganyika, or Cameroons under 
British Mandate, or Togoland under British Mandate ; and tobacco shall be deemed to 
be of “Empire manufacture” if it is proved to the satisfaction of the Superintendent 
of Imports and Exports to have been substantially manufactured in and consigned from 
the British Empire, as defined above: Provided that no tobacco shall be deemed to be 
substantially manufactured within the British Empire unless, in the opinion of the 
Superintendent of Imports and Exports, at least one quarter of its value is the result of 
Jabour within such Empire. 


The fullowing tobacco shall be exempt from duty :— 


(a) ships stores; 


(6) tobacco which is imported in broken packages in passengers’ baggage 
for private use and which does not exceed such quantity, weight, or 
value as may be allowed by the Superintendent or as may be appoint- 
ed by regulations made under the Ordinance.

Section 11.—The duty on tobacco imported into the Colony shall be payable as 
follows :— ‘ a 
(a) If the tobacco is not forthwith removed into a general bonded or licensed 
warehouse, aod is not removed for immediate re-export under an export 

permit issued under this Ordinance, the duty shall be payable before the 

removal of the tobacco from the ship on which it was imported or from 

the Ruilway premises, as the case may be. 


(4) If the tobacco is forthwith removed into a gencral banded or licensed 
warehouse, ‘the duty shall be payable before the removal of the tobacco 
from such general bonded or licensed warehouse or from some other 
general bonded or licensed warehouse in which the tobacco has been 
stored with the permission of the Superintendent, unless such removal is 
for immediate export. 


(c) If the tobacco is imported by the post, the duty shall be payable before 
the delivery of the tobacco to the addressee, and the Postmaster General 
shall refuse to deliver any such tobacco until the duty bas been paid. 


Drawback Regulations made by the Governor in Council under section 3 (1) (6) 
of the Totacco Ordinance, 1931. 


1. (1) Subject to the conditions contained in the following regulations a drawback 
shall be paid according to the following scale upon every pound or fraction, not being 
less than a hundredth, of a pound of tobacco, not being tobacco of Empire origin, 
manufactured in the Colony, upon which the proper duties have been paid, when the 
tobacco is exported, by any licensed manufacturer, as merchandise, shipped by him as 
ships’ stores, or exported by him by parcel post :— .

(2) Subject to the conditions before referred to, and as appears in this regulation, 
a drawback sball be paid upon every pound or fraction, not being less than a hundredth, 
of a pound of tobacco of Empire origin manufactured in the Colony, upon which the 
preper duties have been paid, when the tobacco is exported, by auy licensed manufacturer 
whose name appears on the list hereinafter mentioned and who duly observes and 
performs the conditions set forth in paragraph (4) of this regulation, as merchandise, 
shipped by bim as ships’ stores, or exported by him by parcel post, Such drawback 
shall be calculated according to the proportion of Empire and non-Empire tobacco in any 
blend and be at a rate based upon the duty orginally paid on the tobacco of Empire origin 
used in the manufacture: Such rate to be fixed by the Superintendent in each ense. 


(3) A list containing the names of those licensed manufacturers deemed hy the; 
Superintendent, in bis absolute discretion, to be eligible for the benefit of the provisions 
of this regulation relating to tobacco of Empire origin vy reason of his reliance that they 
respectively will duly and faithfully observe and perform the conditions set forth in 
paragraph (4) of this regulation, shall be prepared and kept by the Superintendent, who 
shall Lave power, in his absolute discretion, to expunge any name from such list.

(iv) The Empire leaf must be stored in a separate place, approved by the Super-| 
intendent, and apart from the rest of the stock of leaf. 


(¥) The licensed manufacturer must take stock of his Empire leaf at intervals 
of not longer than fourteen days. 


vi) The liceneed manufacturer must mark, in English and Chinese, all goods

manufactured wholly or partly of Empire leaf with the proportion o} 
Empire leaf used in the blend, 


(vii) All tobacco of Empire origin in respect of which drawback is applied for 
must be duly accounted for by the licensed manufacturer, 


(viii) Every application for drawback under paragraph (2) of this regulation must] 
be accompanied by « statement, signed by the licensed manufacturer, show- 
ing the actual amount of tobacco of Empire origin on which drawback 
is claimed. 


(ix) All reasonable facilities must be given by the licensed manufacturer, his 
managers, agents, clerks, servants and workmen, to the Superintendent 
and Revenue Officers to enable him and them to be informed as to the 
observance and performance of these conditions, 


. (5) Drawback, whother in respect of Empire or non-Empire tobacco, shall be 
subject to the following proviso :— 


Provided that in the case of tobacco 


(a) not being tobacco prepared in Chinese fashion which dues not contain! 
inorganic matter (including sand) exceeding twenty-two pounds, or sand| 
exceeding four pounds, in every hundred pounds weight of such tobacco, 
exclusive of moisture, the drawback shall be calculated on a moisture 
standard of 14 per cent and a proportivnate deduction from the amount, 
of drawback shall be made when the percentage ot moisture exceeds 14. | 


When the proportion of inorganic matter (including sand) exceeds, 
twenty-two per cent of the tubncco, exclusive of moisture, a proportionate 
deduction shall be made from the drawback according to the appropriate 
rate uppearing in this regulation, ,

(2) being tobacco prepared in Chinese fashion with or without the addition of! 
oil which does not contain inorganic matter (including sand) exceeding 
twenty-two pounds, or sand exceeding four pounds, in every hundred 
pounds weight of such tubacco, exclusive of moisture, the drawback shall 
be calculated on a moisture standard of 10 per cent, and a proportionate 
deduction from the amount of drawback shall be made when the percent- 
age of moisture exceeds 10, .

2. No drawback shall be allowed except to a licensed manufacturer of tobacco, 


3.—(1) No drawback shall be allowed unless the minimum weight of packages 


(a) for exportation as merchandise on drawback shall be 20 Ibs. net, except 
in the case of cigars and cigarettes when the minimum weight of the 
packages shall be 12 lbs, net and 8 lbs. net respectively ; 


(4) for shipment as ships’ stores shall be 2 lbs. net in the case of cigars and 
cigarettes and 7 lbs. net in the case of other descriptions of tubacco ; 
but packages of any kind of tobacco forwarded by parcel post may 
be of a minimum net weight of 2 lbs., provided that the total net weight) 
of such tobacco in each consignment is not less than 7 }bs. 


(2) Every such package must be labelled EXPORTED ON DRAWBACK. 


4. No drawback shall be allowed unless 


(i) the manufacturer shali give 24 hours notice in writing of the date and 
time at which he proposes to commence the packing of the tobacco ; 
and all such packing shall take place in the presence of a Revenue 
Officer, to whom the manufacturer shall deliver an Export on Drawback 
Permit, in triplicate, containing full particulars of the shipment and the 
gross weight of each package or case, 


(ii) the manifacturer shall provide proper scales and weights to enable the 
Revenue Officer to check the weight of packages, samples, etc. 


(iii) the manufacturer shall close and secure all packazes with tape or wire 
and shall seal the same to the satisfaction of the Superintendent, 


(iv) the packages, when so closed and secured and sealed as aforesaid, shall 
have complete shipping marks on them for the purpose of future identi- 
fication, including a serial mark, 5 


They shall also have permanently marked on them by stencil or| 
otherwise, on at least three sides, the words “ Exported on Drawback ”’ 
in letters not less than three inches high. 


5. In the case of tobacco for exportation as merchandise, or for shipment as ships’ 


stores, the permit after being checked and signed by the Revenue Officer shall be re-! 


turned to the manufacturer, who shall be responsible for its return to the Super- 
intendent within 48 hours, duly signed by a responsible officer of the exporting ship 
certifying that the tobacco has been received on board the ship. 


6. Manufactured tobacco including cigars and cigarettes may be exported on 
drawbock by parcel post direct from the tobacco manufacturer's premises under these 
regulations provided that the gross weight of each parcel does not exceed that allowed 
by the Post Office regulations and that an approved printed label bearing the words 
“ Exported on Drawback ” is affixed to the front of each parcel, close to the address. 
The external wrapper of each parcel shall be sealed by the Revenue Officer with a 
revenue seal. The permit shall be submitted to the Post Office together with the parcel 
and shall be returned duly signed by an officer of the Post Office to the effect that the 
parcel has been duly posted with the revenue seal intact. 


7. No drawback shall be allowed on any tobacco which shall not have been wholly 
manufactured from tobacco on which it has been shewn to the satistaction of the Super- 
intendent that the full duty shall have been paid, nor on any tobacco which shall be’ 
mixed with any dirt or rubbish, or which shall be made or manufactured with or to 
which shall be added any other ingredients, matter, or thing not necessary or usual in 
the manufacturing of tobacco. 


No drawback shall be payable unless the claim is made within three working days 
of the date mentioned in the export permit as the day of shipment or when the ship left 
the port. 


8, No drawback shall be sllowed on any tobacco which shall not have been wholly’ 
manufactured within the’ licensed premises of the person submitting the tobacco for 
exportation or shipment.

9. No drawback shall be allowed, unless with the special permission of the Super- 
intendent, on any tobacco except in accordance with a certificate of a Government or 
Monopoly Analyst or Assistant Government Analyst or Assistant Monopoly Analyst 
which certificate shall be final and conclusive evidence of the facts stated therein to 
have ria obtained from the examination of such tobacco or a sample or samples 
thereof. 


The inspecting Revenue Officer sha!l be entitled to draw such samples free of 
charge for submission to the Analyst. 


10. Drawbacks payable under these regulations shall be paid at the sterling rate 
for conventional dollars fixed for tiie month in which the application is made, or, if the 
date when the goods were packed fur export can in the opinion of the Superintendent be 
accurately determined, but not otherwise, at the sterling rate prevailing when the| 
goods were so packed. 





LIGHT DUEs. 


1, All ships, otber than river steamers, which enter the waters of the Colony, 
except British and foreign ships of war and all vessels of less than 20 tons, shall pay 
the following dues, viz: — 


Two and four-tenths cents per ton. 


2. Snch dues shall be paid at the Harbour Master's Office at the time of entry. 


3. All river steamers which enter the waters of the Colony by day or by night, 
sball pay nine-tenths of a cent per ton. 


4. Upon the ascertainment of the amount in dollars and decimals thereof, of any 
such dues the dollars and decimals of the amount so ascertained shall be deemed to be 
conveutional dollars reckoned as the equivalent of one shilling and eiyht pence sterling ; 
and consequently to arrive at the actual amount payable in Hong Kong currency the con- 
ventional dollar shall be multiplied by 20 and divided by a figure settled by the 
Colonial Treasurer from time to time representing the average opening selling rates for 
the previous month of the Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation for demands 
on London,

(2) The provisional diagnosis, 
(3) The nature of the examination required. 


8. Tissue for section should be placed in 10 % formalin solution or failing this in 
50 % alcohol. IT IS MOST IMPORTANT in these cases that the accompanying 
statement include the clinical history. 


4. Diagnostic examinations for indigent patients are performed free of charge, 
only if the prsctitioner certifies on the request that the patient is nnable to pay a fee, 
and as long as the work of the laboratory is not interfered with, 





5. The Widal reaction for Enteric fever, the examination of Diphtheria swabs, or 
of material from a suspected case of Plague or Cholera will be done free of charge, 
for any case within the Colony. 


6. Only sterile swabs for use in suspected cases of Diphtheria and outfits for 
taking blood for the Widal reaction, will be supplied free. 


7. Reports are issned from this laboratory on the strict understanding that they 
will not be used in any legal proceedings whatsoever.

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During the vear 1935 the visible trade ‘of the Colony still further declined, in terms of Jocal currency, 
as compared with the two preceding years, but the statistics of both imports and exports of merchandise 
showed an increase in 1935, in terms of sterling, as compared with the year 1934. 


. The combined declared values of imports and exports of merchandise totalled $636.0 millions 
(£61.4 millions) in 1935, as compared with $741.0 millions (£56.5 millions) in 1034, and $904.0 millions 
(£61.3 millions) in 1933. 


Imports of merchandise in 1935 totalled $365.0 millions (£35.3 millions) as compared with $415.9 
millions (£31.7 millions) in 1934, and $500.9 millions (£33.9 millions) as compared with 1933; whilst 
exports amounted to $271.0 millions (£26.1 millions) as compared with $325.1 millions (£24.8 millions) 
in 1934, and $403.1 millions (£27.4 millions) in 1953. 


In terms of local currency imports decreased by 12.2% in 1935 as compared with 1934, and 27.1% 
as compured with 1933; whilst exports declined by 16.6% as compared with 1934, and 32.8% as com- 
pared with 1933. 


In terms of sterling values imports increased by 11.49% in 1935, as compared with 1934, and 4.1% 
as compared with 1933; whilst exports increased by 5.2% in 1985 as compared with 1934, and decreased 
by 4.79 as compared with 1933. 


It is estimated that the quantum of the import trade of the Colony increased by 4.4% in 1985 as 
compared with 1934, and decreased by 12.3% as compared with 1933, but, of necessity, the volume 
of imports cannot be calculated accurately on account of the lack of a suitable unit of quantity, and 
the fact that many commodities imported were declared by value only. 


Total movements of Treasure amounted to $254.7 millions in 1935 as compared with $206.6 
millions in 1934; imports amounting to $38.8 millions as compared with $78.1 millions; and exports to 
$216.0 millions as compared with $128.5 millions. Exports of Gold Bars amounted to $28.3 millions 
as compared with $69.9 millions; Silver Bars $100.9 millions as compared with $9.2 millions; Hong Kong 
Silver Dollars $34.6 millions as compared with nil; Chinese Silver Dollars $17.1 millions as compared 
with $31.1 millions; and unenumerated Silver Dollars $19.0 millions as compared with $0.2 million. 
Exports of Silver Bars to the United Kingdom totalled $97.5 millions as compared with $3.9 millions in 
1934; and to U.S.A. $2.8 millions as compared with $5.3 millions. 
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The share of the import trade enjoyed by Japan increased from 8.8% to 11.8%; U.S.A. from 7.1% 
to 7.8%; French Indo-China from 6.3% to 8.9%; Germany from 3.8% to 4.5%; British Malaya from 
1.3% to 1.7%; Australia from 1.6% to 2.39%; andBelgium from 1.2% to 1.8%. The share of imports 
from the United Kingdom decreased from 7.8% in 1934 to 6.5% in 1935, and China from 35.2% to 
33.8%. Exports credited to China increased from 48.0% in 1934 to 49.0% in 1935; Japan from 3.5% 
to 4.2%; U.S.A. from 5.7% to 7.8%; Kwong Chow Wan from 2.5% to 3.4%; and the Philippine Islands 
from 1.6% to 1.8%. 


There were decreased imports in 1935 as compared with 1934 of live animals, building materials, 
chemicals and drugs, Chinese medicines, foodstuffs, fuels, hardware, intoxicating liquors, machinery, 
metals, nuts and seeds, paper and paperware, piece goods, tobacco, treasure, wearing apparel, and sun- 
dries; whilst there were slight increases in imports of dyeing and tanning materials, oils and fats, paints, 
and vehicles. Imports of artificial manures and also minerals and ores were practically doubled. With 
the exception of dyeing and tanning materials, machinery, artificial manures and vehicles, all other 
groups of export merchandise showed decreases. 


Average T.T. opening rates of exchange on the more important markets during 1935 were as 
follows:—London 1/11%,; France 719%4,; U.S.A. 474; Shanghai 1283; India 1283; Singapore 823%, ; 
Japan 1653; Java 694. ‘The highest Sterling average rate was 2/4} in May, steadily decreasing month by 
month to 1/3$ in December. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS REVIEW. 


Comparisons of the more important import and export commodities during the years 1935 and 1934 
are given below. 


ANIMALS (LIVE). 


Imports totalled $7.9 millions in 1935, as compared with $9.2 millions in 1934, and exports 
$168,000 in 1935, as compared with $3V0,000 in 1934. 


Imports of Cattle amounted to 48,570 head ($2.2 millions) in 1935 as compared with 49,640 head 
($2.8 millions) in 1934. There was a noticeable increase of imports from French Indo-China: 8,705 
head arriving in 1985 as compared with 3,49) head in 1934. There were decreased imports from South 


China and Kwongehow Wan. 


Imports of Pigs amounted to 288,950 head ($5.5 millions) as compared with 297,305 head ($6.1 
millions). Imports from Kwongehow Wan fell off by approximately half, whilst imports from Japan 
increased from 20 head in 1984 to 25,547 head in 1935. 


BUILDING MATERIALS. 


Imports totalled $6.7 millions as compared with $7.3 millions, and exports $3.5 millions as com- 
pared with $3.9 millions. 


Imports of Bricks and Tiles decreased from 9.7 million pieces to 8.1 million pieces, but values 
increased from $127,262 to $143,749. 


Imports of Cement showed a decline whilst exports increased, imports totalling 1.6 million piculs 
($1.2 millions) as compared with 1.7 million piculs ($1.4 millions), and exports 860,000 piculs ($1.1 
millions) as compared with 568,000 piculs ($835,000). Japanese imports increased from 1,266,000 piculs 
to 1,829,000 piculs, but decreased in value from $788,000 to $742,000. Exports to South China 
increased from 118,000 piculs ($187,000) to 855,000 piculs ($445,000), and to British Malaya from 369,000 
piculs ($538,000) to 436,000 piculs ($629,000). 


Both imports and exports of Glass (Sheet and Pane) increased; imports from 5.6 million square feet 
($502,000) to 7.9 million square feet ($467,000), and exports from 5.4 million square feet ($452,000) to 
5.7 million square feet ($347,000). Increased imports were recorded from the United Kingdom, Belgium, 
Germany, Japan and Holland. Exports to South China increased from 4.6 million square feet to 5.1 
million square feet, and French Indo-China from 84,000 to 252,000 square feet. 


Imports of Hardwoods amounted to 1.1 million cubic feet ($810,000) as compared with 1.0 million 
cubic feet ($947,000); increases being recorded from British North Borneo, Netherlands East Indies and 
Philippine Islands. There were decreased exports to South China. 


American Pine imports increased from 839,000 cubic feet ($537,000) to 911,000 cubic feet 
($479,000), and Teakwood from 308,612 cubic feet ($537,148) to 809,126 cubic feet ($491,930). 
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CHEMICALS AND DRUGS. 


Imports totalled $4.5 millions as compared with $5.7 millions and exports $2.9 millions as compared 
with $3.3 millions. 


Imports of Acids (all kinds) amounted to 9,359 piculs ($77,061) as compared with 8,039 piculs 
($102,972). 


There was an increase in the value of Insecticides imported, from $182,000 to $201,000 whilst exports 
declined from $116,000 to $93,000. As in previous years the bulk of the import of Insecticides was of 
Japanese origin. 


Imports of Soda Ash decreased from 110,270 piculs ($430,887) to 96,965 piculs ($285,072), but 
the imports from Japan increased from 12,243 piculs ($61,727) to 19,292 piculs ($58,500). 


Imports of Pharmaceutical Products declined from $1.8 millions to $1.4 millions, and exports from 
$866,000 to $836,000. Imports from the United Kingdom fell from $446,000 to $364,000, Germany 
from $703,000 to $513,000, U.S.A. from $218,000 to $214,000, and France from $211,000 to $78,000; 
whilst imports from Japan increased from $10,000 to $50,000. Exports to North China and British 
Malaya showed decreases, but exports to South China increased from $284,000 to $355,000. 


CHINESE MEDICINES. 


Imports totalled $13.0 millions as compared with $16.8 millions, and exports $10.3 millions as 
compared with $11.8 millions: unenumerated items accounted for $9.1 millions of the imports, and $8.6 
millions of the exports. 


Imports of Casgia amounted to $987,823 as compared with $846,907. 
Deer Horn imports declined from $536,000 to $398,000, 


Imports of Ginseng declined from $4.0 millions to $2.2 millions, the U.S.A. product falling from 
$2.9 millions to $1.4 millions, and the Japanese product from $202,000 to $138,000. 


DYEING AND TANNING MATERIALS. 


Imports totalled $4.3 millions as compared with $3.7 millions, and exports $3.6 millions as compared 
with $3.2 millions, 


Imports of Aniline Dyes (not including Indigo) increased from $2.1 millions to $2.4 millions, and 
exports from $1.2 millions to $1.4 millions. 


Imports of Artificial Indigo were more than doubled, 9,388 piculs ($832,198) arriving as compared 
with 4.441 piculs ($520,773). Exports totalled 10,808 piculs ($1.1 millions) as compared with 5,678 
piculs ($773,389). Imports from the United Kingdom increased from 202 piculs to 3,098 piculs; Holland 
from 75 piculs to 245 piculs; Germany from 1,963 piculs to 3,363 piculs; and U.S.A. from 665 piculs 
to 1,356 piculs. 


FOODSTUFFS AND PROVISIONS. 


Imports totalled $108.0 millions as compared with $126.5 millions, and exports $82.2 millions as 
compared with $102.2 millions. 


Imports of Beans (all kinds) increased from 615.564 piculs ($3.0 millions) to 641,264 piculs 
($3.1 millions). . 


Imports of Marine Delicacies, -including Agar Agar, Awabi, Beche de-mer, Conpoy, Cuttle Fish, 
Prawns and Shark Fins, inereased from 93,48 piculs (34.9 millions) to 108,242 piculs ($4.8 millions). 


Imports of Fresh Fish increased from 130,174 piculs ($1.6 millions) to 193,029 piculs ($2.1 millions), 
French Indo-China being the chief source of supply. 


Imports of Wheat Flour increased from 1.1 million piculs ($6.6 millions) to 1.5 million piculs 
($7.5 millions), and exports from 783,381 piculs ($4.8 millions) to 1.1 million piculs ($5.4 millions). 
Imports from Australia increased from 480,663 piculs to 1,007,839 piculs, whilst imports from U.S.A. 
declined from 294,023 piculs to 116,168 piculs. 


Imports of Rice (all grades) amounted to 9.6 million piculs ($33.0 millions) as compared with 12.4 
million piculs ($44.4 millions). Imports of White Rice (unbroken) amounted to 4.4 million piculs 
(318.5 millions) as compared with 6.2 million piculs ($27.0 millions); and exports to 3.0 million piculs 
($12.9 millions) as compared with 4.5 million piculs ($19.5 millions). Imports of Broken White Rice 
amounted to 2.4 million piculs ($7.4 millions) as compared with 3.0 million pieuls (38.8 millions), 
and exports to 2.2 million piculs ($6.6 millions) as compared with 3.0 million piculs ($9.1 millions). 
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There was an increase in imports of Bacon, Ham and Beef, and a slight decrease in imports of 
Mutton, 


Imports of Live Poultry increased from 3.0 million head to 3.1 million head, but decreased in 
value from $2.4 millions to $2.1 millions. 


Imports of Sugar (all grades) amounted to 2.6 million piculs ($9.7 millions) as compared with 3.9 
million piculs ($19.2 millions). 


Imports of Fruits increased from 602,915 piculs ($4.2 millions) to 707,154 piculs ($4.2 millions); 
increased imports being recorded from North, South and Middle China, Japan, the Philippine Islands and 
U.S.A. 


Imports of Fresh Eggs were valued at $2.4 millions as compared with the same figure in the 
previous year. 


Exports of locally Preserved Ginger amounted to a value of $1,690,000 as compared with 
$1,665,000. 
Imports of Condensed Milk amounted to @ value of $2.1 millions as compared with $2.5 millions. 


Imports from Holland declined from $2.3 millions to $1.6 millions, whilst imports from Japan increased 
from $12,804 to $109,090, and U.S.A. from $100,326 to ‘$196,971. 


Imports of Tea amounted to $2.7 millions as compared with $3.1 millions, and exports $2.3 
millions as compared with $2.9 millions. Imports from China decreased whilst imports from Ceylon 
increased. ; 


Imports of Vermicelli fell from $8.0 millions to $2.4 millions, and exports from $2.9 millions to 
$2.5 millions. ‘: 7 
FUELS. 


Imports totalled $10.6 millions as compared with $11.5 millions, and exports $781,000 as compared 
with $1.1 millions. 


Imports. of Charcoal increased from 260,000 piculs to 268,000 piculs, but decreased in value from 
$582,000 to $515,000. There were increased imports from Siam. 


Imports of Bituminous Coal increased from 699,14) tons ($8.3 millions) to 750,000 tons ($7.6 
millions). Imports from South Africa increased from 8,385 tons ($114,640) to 28,826 tons ($275,894); 
Japan from 478,740 tons ($5.8 millions) to 556,760 tons ($5.7 millions); Netherlands East Indies from 
8,030 tons ($111,817) to 20,373 tons ($220,104); whilst imports from North China decreased from 
151,668 tons ($1.7 millions) to 101,509 tons ($1.1 millions). Exports to South China amounted to 
23,118 tons ($286,495) as compared with 38,685 tons ($556,062). 


Imports of Firewood remained approximately the same at 2.5 million piculs ($1.6 millions), but the 
share of British North Borneo increased from 377,050 piculs ($285,345) to 636,463 piculs ($374,688). 


HARDWARE. 
Imports totalled $2.7 millions as compared with $2.9 millions, and exports to $2.0 millions, as com- 
pared with $2.1 millions. 
Imports of Cutlery and Electroplated Ware declined from $344,413 to $316,552, the share of the 
United Kingdom falling from $94,478 to $66,144, whilst the share of Germany increased from $53,580 
to $70,759, and U.S.A. from $19,162 to $35,942 


Imports of Enamelware slightly decreased from $269,777 to $263,468, but there were increased 
imports recorded from North China and Japan. 


Imports of Sewing Machines increased from $135,058 to $182,827, and exports from $180,728 to 
$181,787. Imports from Germany increased from $14,253 to $22,864. 


LIQUORS (INTOXICATING). 


Imports totalled $2.9 millions as compared with $3.9 millions, and exports $761,000 as compared 
with $1.2 millions. 


Imports of Malt Liquors increased from 366,001 gallons ($870,581) to 419,262 gallons ($775,099). 
The United Kingdom share of this trade decreased from 199,969 gallons ($555,396) to 191,349 gallons 
($408,395); whilst imports from British Malava increased from 18,380 gallons ($45,508) to 51,200 gallons

($187,000); Japan from nil to 22 chassis ($24,648); and U.S.A. from 151 chassis ($264,388) to 345 chassis 
($424,043). 

WEARING APPAREL. 


Imports totalled $3.6 millions as compared with $4.0 millions, and exports $6.2 millions as compared 
with $8.5 millions. 


Imports of Leather Boots and Shoes decreased from $232,898 to $196,623, the chief countries of 
supply being the United Kingdom, U.S.A., Japan, and ‘‘ Other Countries ’’ which latter includes 
Czecho-Slovakia. 


Imports of Rubber and Canvas Shoes amounted to $980,027 as compared with $656,024, whilst ex- 
ports amounted to $2.2 millions as compared with $3.3 millions. Imports from Japan increased from 


$463,976 to $878,978, whilst exports to the United Kingdom decreased from $1.8 millions to $1.2 
millions. 


Imports of Hats and Capa fell from $520,517 to $306,005, there being decreased imports from 
the United Kingdom, Italy, Germany and Japan, and an increase from U.S.A. 


Imports of Hosiery (other than Silk) decreased from $307,999 to $246,260, whilst exports declined 
from $677,873 to $352,942. Imports from North and South China decreased, whilst imports from Japan 
increased from $115,480 to $148,050. Exports to British Malaya decreased from $45,728 to $20,556; 
India from $17,879 to $11,944; British West Indies from $200,073 to $128,711; and South American 
countries from $92,006 to $10,397. 


Imports of Singlets declined from $727,274 to $688,275 and exports from $3.0 millions to. $2.3 
millions. Imports from Japan increased from $114,220 to $237,983, whilst imports from Macao decreased 
from $589,179 to $421,837. Exports to British Malaya declined from $1.4 millions to $938,674; North 
China from $164,876 to $32,955; .Middle China from $160,202 to $48,358; Kwong Chow Wan from 
$171,700 to $88,072; Netherlands East Indies from $117,494 to $115,922; Philippine Islands from 
$241,699 to $151,057, and Siam from $348,962 to $325,680.

Victoria Gaol :—All cell doors are provided with 
inspection holes through which the prisoners can be 
seen by the officers patrolling the wards. While at 
labour or exercise the prisoners are at all times under 
the immediate supervision of Principal Warders, 
Warders, and Assistant Warders. At Lai Chi Kok 
Branch Prison, officers patrol behind grilles at night. 
Female Prison. Cells have inspection holes. Ward- 
resses patrol at night during the day the prisoners 
are under the supervision of the Matrons and 
Wardresses, 


Victoria Gaol:—, 633 cells on the separate system, 
9 association cells, 1 condemned cell and 1 padded cell, 
Lai Chi Kok:— 9 association Halls—with accom- 
modation for a total of 642 prisoners. 
Victoria Gaol:— 
In separate 664 cubic feet.

The cells of the Victoria Gaol are not artificially 
lighted, but lights are kept burning in all passages and 
corridors, and the patrols on duty are provided with 
lamps to throw light into the cells when required. 


At Lai Chi Kok prisoners sleep in association in 
lighted Halls, 


Patrols are on duty in Victoria Gaol throughout 
the night, and patrol the corridors, passages and yards 
of the prison constantly. The patrols are visited at 
frequent intervals by a Principal Warder. 


At Lai Chi Kok the patrols are behind a grille 
through which they supervise the prisoners, They are 
frequently visited by senior officers. 


The Female Prison is artificially lighted throughout.

Religious services are held for the Church of 


England prisoners every Sunday. 

The Prison is alxo visited by Roman Catholic Priests, 
who hold a service on Sundays for both European 
and Chinese prisoners. 

A religious service is also held regularly every 
Sunday morning and every Friday afternoon for the 
benefit. of Chinese prisoners by native clergymen 
belonging to London Mission. Attendance voluntary.

publishes Rugby Press messages twice daily, League of Nations Press from Geneva once weekly, 
maintains communication with Waglan Lighthouse by submarine cable, or alternatively in the 
event of breakdown, by wireless ; also with Gap Rock Lighthouse by wireless, advises Government 
Departments and the general public as required, of vessels entering the harbcur, receives and 
forwards meteorological telegrams, navigation warnings, health bulletins, controls Police and 
Harbour Departments’ wireless services and issues broadcast receiving licences.

Issues licences to ships, amateur transmitters, and Radio dealers, and is generally respon- 
sible for the control of broadcast licences under the direction of the Postmaster General and the 
Chief Electrical Engineer, Public Works Department. Carries out all wireless surveys on behalf 
of the Board of Trade, London, and Government Marine Surveyor, Hongkong. 
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(14)—Government W/T School, 1st floor, G. P. O. Building, Victoria 


Trains operators for, examines and issues P, M. G. Certificates of Proficiency in W/T. 





(15)—Government Radio Receiving Station, Royal Observatory 
Grounds, Kowloon. 


This station is used for reception only, being the main receiving point for all 
meteorological services, and the operating and receiving point for marine and harboar 
services, receives time signals from Nauen, Malabar and Manila daily, receives press messages from 
Rugby twice daily and accepts and delivers telegrams to or from Kowloon. The equipment 
consists of 2 Marconi Type KG 25A Medium and Long wave Receivers, 1 Marconi Type RG 
22B short wave Receiver, 1 Marconi Type RG 28 short wave Keceiver and various spare 
receivers. Telegraph and emergency tone lines for communication with Government Radio Office. 





(16)—Broadcasting Studio, lst Floor, Gloucester Building, 
Des Voeux Road, Central, Victoria. 


Audio control point for broadcast transmitting station at Hunghom, Kowloon, (Mainland). 
Premises consist of studios, artists’ waiting room, broadcasting committee’s offices, control rooms 
and battery room. The Main control room is equipped with duplicate Marconi audio frequency 
control equipment comprising “ A” and ‘B” amplifiers, modulation indicator, check receiver, 
necessary plugs and jacks for inter-connection of units, a twin electric motor turntable cabinet 
and Marconi Reisz microphones. Other units in the control room are jack board for the 
control of lines, etc. and amplifiers for supplying the hospital and other outside circuits. No. 2 
control room contains A and B Triple mixers’, microphone, control switching, etc. The battery 
room houses duplicate accumulator batteries ‘and a charging board with valve chargers. The 
Studios are equipped with necessary drapings and carpets, microphones stands, pianos and air 
conditioning plant.
